JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.—The Mis- 
souri Federation of Commercial Clubs 
closed its first annual session today with 
the adoption of resolutions touching the 
exploitation of the resources of the 
State and promises of co-operation of 
the cities and the country in all future 
efforts to build up Missouri. 

There was a sharp debate shortly be- 
fore noon when the Committee on Res- 
olutions submitted its report and it was 
discovered that it did not contain ref- 
erence to immigration. 

A. F. Short of California said it would 
never do for such a body to adjourn 
without indorsement of immigration 
work. President Hirth declared the 
committee had received a resolution on 
this subject, but as one or more sé€s- 
sions of the federation would be held 
before the next meeting of the Legis- 
lature, it was deemed best to defer ac- 
ticn on the subject for the time. M. V. 
Carroll of Sedalia expressed a hope that 
the meeting would not adjourn without 
expressing itself decisively on the sub- 
ject. 

Cc, W. Fear of Joplin spoke along the 
same line, and Sidney J. Roy of Han- 
nibal, secretary and one of the found- 
ers of the Federation, indorsed all that 
Carrol] and Fear had said. 

Chairman Hirth then offered the fol- 
ewing amendment to the resolutions, 
which was adopted, preventing @ storm:

with those of the country in obtaining 
improved highways. 

Road Committee Is Named. 

The resolutions name J. A. Hudsen 
of Columbia, Curtis Hill, State Highway 
Engineer, and W. A. Dallmeyer of Jef- 
ferson City as a committee to co-operate 
in movements for better roads. 

The work of the State Experimental 
Station is commended and Congress is 
asked to pass the levy bill extending aid 
to State agricultural colleges. The Legis- 
lature is asked to make larger appro- 
priations for the State Agricultural Col- 
lege and other agricultural enterprises, 
including the State Fair. 

The parcels post is condemned and a 
permanent committee on agriculture for 
the federation is recommended. 

Another resolution calls for a board 
of directors for each congressional dis- 
trict and the following were elected 
by districts: First, B. H. Bonfouy, Un- 
ionville; Second, C. H. Jones, Brookfield;

Taken as Answer Regarding 
Intoxication. 








Getting on the police force will be 
like quailfying for a slice of the Sir 
Francis Drake estate—except that it will 
be less expensive--when the new appli- 
cation blank adopted by the board be- 
comes effective Feb. 1. 

The 300 applicants nuw on the waiting 
list will be required to make new appli- 
cations. Each of these must be sworn 
to before a notary public. 

In future the man who wishes to join 
the force must Know all about his fam- 
ily tree. He must tell offhand where 
and when his parents were born. He 
must give the exact year, month and 
day of his birth and tell where he went 
to school. He must tell where he lived 
three years ago, two years ago and one 
year ago and his address at the time of 
making the application. 

Must Tell Why Discharged. 

He must give a list of all the positions 
he ever had and tell why he gave them 
up or was discharged. 

The application blank contains some 
new and interesting questions on the 
subject of drink. The 1912 policeman 
will not be permitted to dodge this 
issue. First, he must tell in a general 
way what is his practice and habit of 
life with regard to intoxicants. He 
must tell how much he drinks each day 
and must state the exact time when he 
took the last drink. If he admits that 
he ever used intoxicants freely or to 
excess, he must face this awful ques- 
tion: 

“Give full details as to when and to 
what degree you have been intoxicated, 
how often, and how long it has been 
since your last overindulgence. State 
particulars as to last intoxication.’ 

“I can’t remember what happened’’ 
will not be accepted as an answer. 

To Be Asked if Vaccinated. 

There are similar questions as to the 


use of opium, morphine, chloral and 
other narcotics. 
All future applicants will be asked 


whether they ever have been success- 
fully vaccinated. 

Attached to the application blanks are 
four vouchers to be signed by citizens. 
Members of the board say the signers 
of the recommendation vouchers need 
not be prominent men, and that a mo- 
torman’s or a butcher's indorsement will 
receive the same consideration as a 
banker's.

Co., named as a defendant with the 
Barr company, was_ represented by 
Daniel N. Kirby and E. C. Eliot. The 
Barr company was not represented by 
at the preliminary hearing. 
Lease for Five Years. 

The Rawlings company set forth in its 
petition that Nov. 1, 1910, it gave up its 
establishment at 809 Locust street and 
leased for five years, at an annual rent- 
al of $1.50 a square foot, 2000 square feet 
of space in the basement of Barr’s. The 
mase, according to the petition, obli- 
gated the Barr company to furnish heat 
and light and to leave access for cus- 
tomers to the store, which was run as 
the sporting goods department of Barr’s. 
When Barr’s consolidation with the 
Famous store was recently determined 
on, the petition states, space on the 
fourth floor of the Famous establish- 
ment was offered to the Rawlings com- 
pany. This it refused to accept, and 
has remained in the Barr store, al- 
thouzh the doors have been closed since 
an. 15. 

The Rawlings company accordingly 
asks that the court enjoin the Monad- 
nock Realty Co. from tearing down the 
part of the building which the company 
occupies, and from erecting an inclosure 
around fhe building. This prohibition it 
is desired to continue until the sport- 
ing goods company can occupy tempo- 
rary quarters in the west part of the 
new building. 

The court is asked to enjoin the Bart 
company from removing its business to 
any other place, particularly to the 
Famous store at Sixth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, and to order the com- 
pany to open the doors, resume business 
itself and furnish light and heat to the 
Rawlings company. 

Attorney Kirby spoke against the mo- 

tion in behalf of the Monadnock com- 
pany, which is to erect the new 21-story 
Railway Exchange building on the site. 
He said it would not be practical to 
stop any gart of the work of demolition 
without indefinitely delaying the whole 
work of rebuilding.

The third and last span of the free 
bridge was rushed to completion Tues- 
day night to prevent damage by the 
breaking of the ice gorge in the river.

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PUBLIC UTILITY PROGRESS. 

The people of Detroit yesterday voted down a 
street car franchise giving patrons of all lines in 
the city the benefit of the eight-rides-for-a-quar- 
ter rate that now prevails on one-third of them. 
A few years ago it would have passed by an al- 
most unanimous vote. Its present defeat is due 
to a belief that the company can give even better 
terms and to a rapid growth in municipal owner- 
ship sentiment.

The Thames embankment is no longer the place 
to study the scope and motives of the movement. 

One can but feel intense irritation with this 
young Mr. Shuster, who abandoned the field after 
being assured of such backing. Had he remained 
to fight it out, all Russia might by this time be 
cowering, as its ally, England, is, under the attack 
of the militant sisterhood.

Col. Harvey and Col. Watterson have passed 
from the Wilson incident into the awkward pre- 
dicament of constituting a little and separate Dem- 
ocratic party all to themselves.

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FIX PHONE RATES BY LAW. 

All light so far thrown on the subject shows the 
impolitic and unjustifiable character of the pro- 
posed increase in telephone rates. A telephone 
rate-regulation bill should, of course, be passed, 
but its early enactment is now of less importance 
than that the Municipal Assembly shall proceed 
with great care, after the usual reference to the 
Public Service Commission. 

The custom of referring to the commission a]] 
bills affecting public utility corporations should 
be so firmly established as to gain the force of 
unwritten law. Rush legislation should be re- 
sorted to only in great emergencies. Approval 
by this excellent body makes public utility ordi- 
nances almost invulnerable in point of “reason- 
ableness,” which becomes the vital point in case 
resistance to them is offered in court. 

Pending the completion of the commission’s 
telephone inquiry, the Bell company wil] nost- 
pone its arbitrary increase in rates. Can the 
Municipal Assembly do less with its retaliatory 
bill to prevent arbitrary increases in telephone 
rates? 


ARMORED TAXICABS FOR ST. LOUIS. 

The sight of a union and nonunion taxicab ex- 
changing rapid broadsides as they scud down the 
street under a full head of gasoline has become 
familiar in St. Louis since the chauffeurs’ strike 
began and helps to solve the problem of enliven- 
ing the downtown quarter at. night. 

As the strike promises to continue indefinitely, 
the time seems opportune for suggesting the 
armored taxicab for St. Louis. The 1912 model 
in protected sea-going taxicabs with barbettes for 
the heavy guns and conning towers for navigation 
officers would do much toward reducing those 
lists of casualties to chauffeurs and fares that are 
now a regular feature of the daily press. The 
War Department’s service auto would be found an 
excellent type for the new craft.

I notice several letters here of late concerning 
the drug clerk. As Iam one of them I have a few 
words to speak in their behalf, 

I started in the drug store six years ago, when 
I was 15 years old, at a salary of $5 per week. 
I worked from 7 o’clock in the morning till 10 
c’clock at night. I have all of the sweeping, dust- 
ing and window washing to do and in addition, 
iecrking soda in the summer months. I have tried 
to pass the State Board examination as assistant 
pharmacist and failed, but at the same time I am 
left in charge of the store two-thirds of the time, 
performing the duties of a registered pharmacist 
and receiving a registered apprentice’s pay. 

Understand, now, that I am not kicking. Yam 
just telling the facts of the matter. Cannot some- 
thing be done to either shorten the hours of the 
drug clerk or increase his pay?

Chicago’s Street Car Service. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I can’t sit idly by and lightly pass over the 
statements made in this column in a letter, “Our 
Street Car Service,” by “One Who Knows.” 

I was born and raised in Chicago and my years 
now number close to the two-score point. I have 
traveled extensively, several times to European 
countries and many times across this great Com- 
monwealth of ours, Chicago! I know the burg 
from limit to limit. The area is about 200 square 
miles. There are about 1200 miles of street car 
and elevated railway service tracks, to say noth- 
ing of some 30 miles of subway (underground) 
System lines.. Three immensely large urban tun- 
nels under the Chicago River to accommodate the 
great congestion of street car service. There are 
about 5000 street cars all over the city and some 
10,000 street and elevated railway employes—and 
union men, too. 

The rehabilitation of the system in the Past 
three years has now put the service on the high- 
est plane of efficiency. The tracks, every mile of 
them, by this time. being laid new (90-pound rails) 
and welded joints, so that the rails are a continu- 
ous strand of steel, excepting at the points where 
the bridges appear on the river. All the cars of 
the pay-as-you-enter type are a little longer and 
larger than the cars usually seen on the Hodia- 
mont line here, 

There is an electric heater underneath each in- 
dividual seat in the cars and one on front and 
rear platforms. In the winter months it’s as wel- 
come to step into a Chicago street car as it igs in 
your own parlor and you see little frost on the 
windows in the coldest day, and not all the peo- 
ple trying to huddle up to the bow end of the 
conveyance to monopolize the little radiant heat 
from a silvery surfaced, box-shaped, up-blast, 
useless stage heater. 

Also the controller apparatus and motorman’s 
paraphernalia can be found on both ends of car, 
as well as two trolley poles, for use in either 
direction, a most salutary feature in times of de- 
lay and rerouting. 

Universal transfer system there. The writer 
has been able to use as many as eight transfers, 
spent some three hours traveling, managed to 
make several professional calls to the sick, and 
returned to starting point, after having spent but 
5 cents for car fare. By city ordinance the street 
railways pay into the city’s coffers 55 per cent of 
the gross earnings and on top of all their heavy 
burden of expense for maintenance still are able 
to Jay aside some net funds.

BILL 1S SENT BACK 
FOR AMENDMENT 


Most Delegates Favor It, but 
Want It to Limit Residence 
Charges, Too.

HEARING ENDED ABRUPTLY 
Bell’s Auditor Angers Hale When 
He Answers “I Don’t Know,” 
Many Times. 











The bill limiting the rates for busi- 
ness telephones to $6.50 a month was 
sent back for amendment to the Legis- 
lation Committee by the House of Dele- 
eates Tuesday night. Several members 
Ceclared the bill should provide a maxi- 
mum charge for residence telephones, 
too. 

The public hearing on the telephone 
rate question was adjourned in the aft- 
to be resumed at the call of 


except that it struck out the clause 
prohibiting the four- party line service. 
The bill was introduced in the House 
to forestall the proposed advance in 
rates for business telephones by the 
Bell Telephone Co., éffective Feb. 1. 
By the new rates the charge will be 
$108 a year. The present charge is $78. 


Igoe Would Wait for Report 
Delegate Igoe opposed the passage 


of the bill, declaring the House should 
wait until the Public Service Commis- 
sion made its report on the Bell Tele- 
phone investigation before attempting 
to regulate rates. He said the exact 
valuation of the property and holdings 
should be taken into consideration be- 
fore a rate maximum was fixed. 

Delegate Loeffel replied that ‘“‘acro- 
batic and evasive stunts” indulged in 
by Bell Telephone Co. officials at the 
public hearing before the committee 
proved to him that ‘“‘the quicker we 
take action the better it will be for the 
city.” 

Delegate Eilers, a member of the Leg- 
islation Committee, said he considered 
the bill ill-advised and declared it did 
not meet the needs of the public. 

Chairman Hale urged the passage of 
the bill, but when he saw that it would 
be defeated in its present shape if it 
went to a vote, asked that the bill be 
sent back to the committee for further 
consideration and amendment. This sug- 
gestion was adopted. A majority of the 
delegates announced they are in favor 
of the bill with amendments fixing a 
maximum rate on residence telephones. 

Officials’ Tactics Anger Hale. 

The public hearing before the commit- 
tee was ended abruptly Tuesday after- 
noon when Chairman Hale announced 
he was disatisfied with the attitude of 
the Bell officials at the hearing. He 





Was angered at the failure of Genera! 
Manager Mott to appear. 

The adjournment followed a tilt be- 
tween members of the committee and 
Auditor James K. Wass of the Bell 
company after Wass had answered, “‘] 
don't know,” to questions involving the 
expenditure of large sums of money ap- 
pearing as assets on the books of the 
company. 

Wass was asked whether large sums 
appearing as assets were actually ex- 
pended in the construction of lines and 
establishing of business. 

An item of $315,000 for interest during 
construction was the first expenditure 
of which Wass expressed lack of knowl- 
edge. He was asked by Chairman Hale 
ubout the following items: Organization 
expense, $487,500; establishing business, 
$525,000; discount, $525,000, and franchise 
values, $700,000. To questions concerning 
the reason for considering, these expen- 
ditures as assets, Wass answered “I 
don’t know.’ He volunteered the an- 
swer to severa] questions that he does 
not “carry figures of millions in his 
head.”
